Way TO HEALTHIER MARKETS:,AND 
| ~REMUNERATIVE PRICES: 


OR many years now we have 

heen tnught to belleve in the 
desirability of industrial progress, 
and every Important -atep in that 
direction has been, hailed with pa- 
thafuction, and often with enthus- 
inam. The increase in’ productive 
efficiency has been particularly de- 
monstrated {In recent years, and so 
much so, that all over the world 


‘there is the phenomenon which has 


been widely described as over-pro- 
duction, but which latterly scems to 
be accepted as much more one of 
abnormally low consumption. In 
some quarters the phenomenon of 
glutted markets and unremunera- 
tive prices of products, with all the 
evils which accompany such a state 
of affairs, Is creating a feeling 
among victims of these  circum- 
atances that progress in industrial 
cfliciency, so far from being a good 
thing, is inherently inimical in its 
netion. It is pointed out that few, 
it any, have permanently benefited 
from the comparatively rapid in- 
crease in efficiency; en the contrary, 
it seems to have impoverished most 
of those concerned and made the 
conditions of life more precarious 
and dificult. It is not easy to coun- 
ter this kind of view of industrial 
progress becuuse to 4 large extent 
it seems to agree with the facts. 
None the less it4s a conclusion very 
repellent to our, belief in human 
progress, : 


EFFICIENCY AND 
; MISERY 
Production, which permits the 


satisfaction of the manifold wants 
of humanity, should searcely mean 


that, as we become more efficient in 
supplying Lhese wants and are able 
to increase the abundance of pro- 
ucts with comparative ease and 
celerity the result must be some- 
thing like general impoverishment, 
In fact, there seems something ludi- 
crous in a situation in which the 
more the world produces, the less 
beneficial it is to the world’s people. 
Obviously it is not in progress in 
industrial efliciency that. we must 
leok for the cause of economic dis- 
tress; the enuse or causes must be 
sought elsewhere. At present this 
iy one of the moat debated of all 
subjects and one which is receiving 
a targe number of different explana- 
ticns. 

It is for those who study these 
various explanations to-decide for 
themselves which amongst them ap- 
penis most to their minds, But in 
the course of reading and personal 
discussion of the many views pre- 
valent one observation may perhaps 
be offered and that fe that it is in- 
teresting to note the changing 
trends of thought. Thus it is begin- 
hing to dawn on many producers of 
raw material that the way to heal- 
thier markets and remunerative 
prices for their products is not 
being reached_by making restriction 
ot production more and more dras- 
tie; that side by side with such 
measures, there ia a‘shrinkage of 
consumption which neutralises, or 
more than neutralises, these efforts. 
Obviously, restriction of production 
can be pushed to a point which must 
ultimately achieve its end because, 
even with a minimum consumption, 
stocks will be absorbed slowly and 
the time come when there is actu- 
ally something like a famine in the

material. However, from a prac- 
tical standpoint this would take far 
too long; meantime a large section 
of tho industry must have been

A COMMON 
FALLACY . : 
It ia n common’ generalisation 
that Lo lower the price of a product 
in'common demand is to incrense ita 
consumption, but at present, as in- 
diented above and confirmed by all 
the statistical information avail- 
able, it is the contrary which is hap- 
pening. The fact socms to be that 
low prices stimulate increased con- 
sumption only when they apply to a 
single product or at most to only 
an few products; with a general 
slump in prices, such as that which 
now. exists, low prices do not stimu- 
late consumption, but have even a 
reverse elfect, This is a rhidis to 


clude loss of profit, and often tho 
enpital, of producers, crippling 
thelr buying power, making Idle 
much of the)Jabour, they normally 
employ, and producing & train of 
social evils the ramifications of 
which are too involved to be fully 
traced. In how many cases in our 
own industry to-day havo. prices 
cenaed to have any true relation to 
the cost of production; permanently 
low prices must ultimately make 
production costa come into line with 
prices, which involves changes in 
what ore usually known as fixed 
charges, including wages, but the 
process of adjustment is much too 
slow to prevent in the meantime the 
driving. out of business of a-large 
proportion of the industrial under- 
takings with a great loss of their 
substance. Those who attempt to 
necount for abnormally low prices 
usually put over-production in the 


many producers; in secking an ex- 
planation of this apparent anomaly: 
the fallowing seems suggestive: Al- 


though in popular conception the 
community consists of a compara- 
tively small: Body of producers on 
the one hand, and a vory large body 
of consumers on the other hand, in- 
dustrial communities are not thug 
divided. ‘Actually, there are very 
few people who are not in some de- 
gree dependent for their incomes on 
productive industry if the term 
“production” is regarded in its wid- 
est sense as including all the mani- 
fold services necessary to bring pro-, 
ducts into the lands of tho ultimate, 
users. Production is often regard- 
cd in too narrow a senso; wheat in 
the farmer's barn, completed ma- 
chines and wares in the factorles, 
coal mined and brought to the pit 
head, and in fact all products at 
their place of origin, are not truly 
finished products until the further 
services are performed by which 
they ure made directly available to 
those who ultimately uge thom, - In 
that sense it is difficult to define 
any considerable section of the 
working communities of any coun- 
try which is purely a consuming 
one without being dependent in a 
more or less degree on the welfare 
of productive industry, and in the 
category of the producing sections 
must be included those who have 
invested in productive enterprise 
with a view to drawing 
interests profits — therefrom. 
Stated briefly, producers In 
the © mass ure much the 
same people as those who consumo 
the products; that being so, unre- 
munerative prices of these products 
are not of advantage to the com- 
munity because ag producer it loses 
more than any possible gain as cone 
sumer from low prices. . To-day,

POTENTIALITIES 

The efficiency of production in 
these days is such that, with a suf-) 
ficient inducement in the form of 
profitable prices, products of most 
kinds could be doubled and perhaps 
trebled in quantity in a compara- 
tively brief space of time, and this 
should act for the good of the world. 
The fact that this high efliciency 
fails to produce the good effects: 
that‘might have been anticipated 
from it, suggests very forelbly that) 
the world hag failed to organise ita! 
methods so that the full benefits .of | 
increased productive efficiency aro 
renped by the world’s people, One 
faci, very obvious at different points 
at the present timo, is that while 
fuod und wares can’ be produced in 
any geasonable abundance at moder- 
ate cost, the elementary needs of 
millions of the world’s people re- 
main more or less unsatisfied bo- 
cause they sre so greatly restricted 
in their buying power. To increase 
that buying power is perhaps the 
most important world problem of 
the moment; expericnce is proving 
that it is not in the direction of low 
prices unremunerative to producers 
that this is to be accomplished, but

_ Sixty-Four Figures 


RUNNING COMMENTARY WRITTE

CONFUCIUS CONCERNED ? 


ts [By A. H. Crook, M.A, F.RGS.] 

We always thought, somchow, “that Francis Bacon, Lord 

- Verulam, would have to he given the credit of having discovered the 

crossword puzzle. But from recent disclosures it may be that this 

honour will fall to the lot of Fu-hsi, a Chinese gentleman or canon- 
ised saint of 3822 B.C. — i 

Mr. Wells (not H. G., but the Rev. H. R.), by a careful study 

of the hexagrams which form the basis of the Book of Changes, 

has devised one solution of this ancient crossword puzzic, for the 

first fourteen figures. But we must confess not only our scepticism 

of the interpretation but our disappointment at the result even pre- 

suming there is’ modicum of: truth in it.

This 
commentary, according to Chinesé 
tradition, waa written by King 
Wan, supplemented Tater by others, 
Some think that Confucius may 
have wrilten part of it, The com- 
mentary is evidently composite, 
and this seems to be confirmed by 
Chinese tradition, It ia probably 
not very old, though the figures, 
particularly the less elaborate ones 
from which the hexagrams sprang, 
seem to be of an indefinite —anti- 
quity. . 
Chinese Ideogram. 

When we are considering the 
Chinese classics we must remem- 
ber how comparatively recent the 
present form of the Chinese ideo- 
gram is. “The fact that the great 
geal character, which ‘was used ‘at 
the time of Confucius, waa not in- 
evouted until the yenr 800 B.C, 
muat also. be taken into conaldera- 
tion, ‘That un form of writing 
existed in China earlier than that 


poses of divination and which are 
at least aa old as the twelfth cen- 
tury before Christ. | But it) may 
casily be supposed that the text 
suffered severely from its trans:

which boded  ill—or good—fortune 
according to the Interpretation of 
the priest. The system adopted 
by the Chinese to-day with the box 
of divining sticks (chim tung) and 
the divining blocks (kaw pui) is 
somewhat similar, though the for- 
tune in these latter cases is rend, 
not from the shape of the figure, 
but from the number on the stick 
or from whether the blocks fall 
convex or flat face upwards. 
Nine-tenths of Chinese 
worship to-day consists in’ this 
reading of the will of the gods and 
the votary’s fortune -by divination 


of this kind. 


“Milking the Bull.” 


Although it may be simple at 
first, with some races it grows cla- 
borate and mysterious; sometimes 
renching very subtle stages in the 
hands of an .esoteric priesthood, 


The Book of Changes looks like a 


handbook .of Instruction for an 
officiating diviner to tell him in 
what cases, to apply these elabor- 
ate figures. It may have been 
more; but any attempts to get 
more than this out of it seem like 
‘milking the bull.’ . 
Many primitive religions are 
supremely devoted to a syatem of 
divination, The Hebrews had 
their Urim and Thummim. And 
indeed it would) have been more 
wisely apent labour on the, part 
of Mr. Wells if he had compared 
the Book of Changes to the Urim 
and Thummim of | the larneltites, 
instend of expanding it into, the 
mould of the Book of Genesis. 
Hebrew is a language somewhat 
like a crossword puzzle, the 
‘pointa’ being put in according to 
the reader's Interpretation, Ac 
cordingly scholars are not‘ united 
either as to the sound or deriva- 
tion of these two words. But they

no single event of that period,

For ex- 
ample, on cars which are neglected 
it is common enough to find a num- 
ber of points where a leakage of 
petrol ig taking place, and at other 
points fuulty insulation may render 
the occurrence of .a spark quite 
likely at any time. With the essen- 
tin) ingredienty in readiness it needs 
but the right combination of cir- 
cumstances to initiate a fire.

way in which cars are constructed, 
and critics may rightly claim that 
manufacturers are apt to pay all too 
little attention to this matter. 
Every care should be taken to pro- 
vide rently + sturdy vibration-proof 
tanks, pipes and fittings for the 
petrol system, and In the samo way 
the chances of electrical short-clr- 
cujta should be minimized by using

Owners should, 
however, keep moulded ‘| Bakelite 
fittings clenn by an occasional wipe, 
go as to reduce the likelihood of a 
spark Ieaping across the exposed 
surfaces, It is also necessary at 
intervals to have the high-tension 
leads replaced, as thelv rubber in- 
sulation is apt to deteriorate In the 
hot and ofly atmosphere present be- 
neath the bonnet.

Petrol pipes ure often somewhat 
filmsy and in the course of time 
vibration fatigues the material, so 
that the p'pe becomes brittle and fs 
apt to anap off. When a car ‘Is 
being overhauled, it is worth while 
to have the piping removed and 
‘annealed if it hus seen long service. 
Much depends, of course, upon whe- 
ther the piping {s properly support- 
ed so as to defeat vibration. On 
racing cara flexible and leakproof 
metallic tubing Is used for the 


Care should always be used 
in tightening petrol-pipe unions.| 
Leakage at such points is often dug 
to the pipe being bent or, alter. 
natively, the cone which makes the 
joint may have become damaged. 
When either of these faults iy’ pre- 
sent no amount of tightening will 
eure the leak, and, on the other 
hand, the screw threads will pro- 
bably be thereby damayed, . Leak- 
age may algo occur at the carburet- 
ter float chamber, at petrol filter 
joints und at taps.. Particular care, 
incidentally, ia necessary when dis- 
connecting a pipe from a tap fitted 
to a stuttle tank; two  spanners 
should be used, one to hold the body 
of the tap while the other is used 
to unscrew the union nut. Careless 
handling here will loosen the socket 
in the tank in which the tap Is 
screwed, 

Before concluding; .two other 
causes df fire must be mentioned, 
these being blow-backs through the 
carburetter and the: hot: metnl- of 
the exhaust system, ‘The former 
fault is apt to occur when a cold 
engine is running on a weak mixture 
and will occasionally set flre to the 
petrol in the flont hcamber. To deal 
with this contingency the driver 
should turn off the petrol and keep 
the engine running fast, so draining 
the float chamber and stopping the 
fire, Alternatively, it can dbo 
smothered wibh a cont by acting 
quickly, . 
Hot Exhaust Pipes. 

If petrol drips upon a very hot 
exhaust pipe it will evaporate with- 
out igniting, but a mixture of petrol 
and ofl con bo set alight in this 
way. The safest rule fs, therefore, 
to keep the fucl well away from the 
exhaust system, and another good: 
up Is to keep the engine clean ex- 
ternally; then should a fire. be 
publeted eel not spread so quick- 
ye Pt,

LEAGUE TENNIS. 
Buggestion for Method. 
of Scoring. 

ON SHANGHAT LINES, 


[By Poinud.} 


With the approach of tho 
League Tennin Season the usual 
- point ia rained regarding the de- 
sirability of the present method of 
scoring, and after a conversation 
with a Shanghai player, in which 
he pointed out the method adopt- 
ed by the northorn port, I am in- 
clined to accept his views that the 
Shanghal ayatem of scoring would 
be an excellent innovation for our 
Annual -Lenguca, 

From 1909 when the “A” Divi- 
sion was first organised until 1928, 
the system in vogue wai that 
team wan comprised of three pairs 
who played 11 games nyninst cach 
pair of the opposing side, insking 
a total of 99 gumes, and the team 
winning G60 or more game: wor 
awarded the match, irrespective of 
the margin of games won nud lost 
and awarded one League point. 


Method Amended. 

In 1929, this method was alter- 
ed slightly and in place of 11 
games cach pair played one net 
nguinat ench of the opposing pairs 
with the provision added in 1930, 
or last year, that should the score 
reach 6 games-all cach side should 
score % a match point. With this 
method [t was possible for « match 
to he drawn, and in consequence 
more interest was evidenced be- 
cause of the ponsibility of the 
leaders finishing on equal terms at 
the close of the season, But even 
with this method the comparative 
merits of respective clubs were 
not reflected correctly in the final 
standings in the League table. 


Shanghai System. 


Turning now to’ the Shanghai 
system of ncoring, <A team con- 
sists of five pairs, Before the 
tommencement of a match the res- 
pective rankings are declared. 
Corresponding paira from each 
aide then play the whole of three 
sots, and the total acts won are 
rogintored to the credit of the side 
‘(n the League table, As a result 
of this method, I am yiven to un- 
dorstand that great keenness | is 
Uaplayed, with pnira fightinse hard 

. to collect whatever sets they can 
of tho 16 points awarded to each 
match, in order that thelr team 
may be favourably placed. An 
added advantage is that the play- 
ers are not required to have their 
fame spoiled by interruptions, as 

> $s oxperienced in Hong Kong; 
waiting sometimes between sets or 
alternatively being called upon to 
continue immediately after fnish- 
{ng a long game which concluded 
at G-all. 


Home and Away Matches. 


Another feature is the home 
and away matches.”

| Lytton was offered the chairmanship 


of the League Commission of In- 
quiry, te which has been entrusted 
the task of sifting the evidence re- 
garding Manchuria and making 
recommendations on the ways and 
means of preserving the peace of 
the Far Enst, he rovealed consider- 
able hesitancy in accepting the offer, 
and it whs only after some~time 
that he signified his readiness to 
place himself at the head of the 
team which has come to this region 
of the world to sit in judgment over 
complex Issues which would have 
baflled Solomon himself. 


Shanghailanders, . having had an 
opportunity to observe the progress 


of Lord Lytton and his fellow- 
members on the League Commission 
through their” hectic spell” of leas 
than a week, can now well under- 
stand why Lord Lytton at first was 
not animated by any burning zeal to 
undertake the task, He must have 


well appreciated' both the difMficul- 
ties and the thanklessness of tha 
job, and one cannot help admiring 


the sLengue visitors have found out 
to their cost. Searcely had they 
had a chance to recover from the
